Members of the Democratic 
Party must beware of being 
cast in the role of anti-anti- 
Communist, former Congress¬ 
man Samuel Yorty declared 
here Monday night. 

Speaking at City Hall before 
the Sierra Madre Democratic 
Club, Mr. Yorty, a senatorial 
candidate in the coming cam¬ 
paign, declared. 

“Candidates should not be 
considered at all by the Demo¬ 
cratic Party if they so much 
as momentarily hesitate to ac¬ 
tively fight the Communists.” 

At the same time, however, 
he rejected the part played by 
demagogues “who, under the 
guise of fighting communism, 
resort to smears against inno¬ 
cent persons.” These persons, 
he said, “actually help the 
Communists by causing confu¬ 
sion and misunderstanding.” 

Mr. Yorty cited his record as 
a longtime foe of communism 
and declared that because of 
this record well-known Com¬ 
munists were active partici¬ 
pants in a “Stop Yorty” move¬ 
ment at the state convention of 
Democratic clubs in Fresno in 
1954. 

“They misled many sincere 
Democrats by defaming me 
and lying about my record,” 
he declared. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Yorty led the entire contested 
Democratic ticket when the 
votes were counted. 

While he made it clear that 
by no means all of his oppo¬ 
nents are Communists or sym¬ 
pathizers, Mr. Yorty said the 
Communists are at present “up 
to their necks” in the move¬ 
ment to get another Democrat 
to run against him. 

Working in the background, 
they are indifferent to any 
danger of splitting the party 
with deceptive slogans and 
catchwords, he said. 

Mr. Yorty indicated he had 
been cautioned by well-inten¬ 
tioned persons to soft-pedal the 
Communist issue because of the 
danger of being tagged a Red- 
baiter. 

“But I see no valid reason to 
refrain from denouncing a 
Godless international conspir¬ 
acy for fear of losing support 
or being misunderstood in too 
many cases by people who 
want to misunderstand,” he de¬ 
clared.

Member, Exhibits Committee

Margaret Montgomery, the young lady who believes in 
bringing art to the people, has brought her enamels and cloisen- 
nes to the patrons of the Sierra Madre Library this month. 

Miss Montgomery’s vibrantly colored works, on display in 
the cases, are in direct contrast to the low-keyed (no offense) 
drawings in the Ross DeVean 
collection next door. 

Margaret does everything 
from ash trays to architectural 
murals. Best known for her en¬ 
amels, she also works in the 
"sister” fields — cloisonne, mo¬ 
saic and ceramic. 

Although most of the pieces 
on display are symbolically 
religious, there is a gaiety, and 
a quaintness of attitude which 
suggests the primitive and a 
simple, direct lack of affecta¬ 
tion and a warm feeling for the 
subject matter. Peg must have 
smiled over the Tiny Christs 
as they came forth from her 
kiln. 

More Realistic 

She believes that "precious- 
ness” in art is a bad thing— 
that art should be an integral 
part of our everyday life. Every 
artist has said this a thousand 
times. What they mean is that 
more people should have works 
of art in their homes. 

But Peg Montgomery’s atti¬ 
tude is a little more realistic. 

She believes that art must be 
brought TO the people. Paint¬ 
ings, sculpture, mosaics must 
be created for a more pedes¬ 
trian usage, for hamburger 
joints, grocery stores, office 
buildings, street cars and buses 
—art that will be seen daily. 

Not only would this enrich our 
daily living but it would, more 
rapidly, develop an aware art 
public. 

No Condescension 

Peg Montgomery has contrib¬ 
uted more than just lip-service 
toward this end. She is at pres¬ 
ent working on a mural for a 
hamburger palace (Bob’s) in 
La Canada. And no esoteric 
subject matter goes, either. It’s 
“ham and—sunny side up.” 

She feels that an artist can 
make as beautiful a composi¬ 
tion using ham and eggs, ham¬ 
burgers and french fries as 
with the more conventional 
studio props. 

And there is nothing conde¬ 
scending or compromising in 
her attitude. For Margaret this 
is a legitimate artistic ap¬ 
proach which she finds stimu¬ 
lating and thoroughly satisfy¬ 
ing. 

Most of the Montgomery 
murals to date have been done 
for churches. The large tile-like 
panel on exhibit is a sketch for 
an El Monte church mural. 

Processes Explained 

She has also done large 
works for schools, office and 
commercial buildings, often in 
collaboration with other artists 
and architects. 

To explain briefly the cloi- 
senne and enameling proc¬ 
esses: They are both done by 
application of powdered glass 
or enamel on a copper back¬ 
ground and inserting in a pre¬ 
heated kiln for a short period 
uneil the glass is fused. 

In enameling, color is added 
to color, fired and refired until 
the desired effect is attained. 

For cloisenne, a flat silver 
wire is used to delineate the 
subject matter and also to sep-

it can bo expected that the 
incidence of rabies may be 
even greater this year.” 

This item is headed, “Rabies 
Cases Top 10-Year Total.” 

This ordinance in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will come up before the 
City Council at their next meet¬ 
ing. 

Let’s get behind it and pro¬ 
tect our neighbors and our 
loved ones from rabies.

Dog rabies is climbing spectacularly in Los Angeles Co 
And, no matter what anyone tells you, the threat of rabies d 
to humans is rising right along with it. 

The Sierra Madre City Council has taken the initial ste 
meet this menace by approving the first reading of a city ordin 
requiring inoculation of all dogs. The Council voted in the fac 
heavy and emotional opposition. 

The second and final step—approval of the second readi 
will meet the same opposition. 

By far the greatest number of opponents are sincere 
well-intentioned residents who love and want to protect their 
against any discomfort or danger, real or imagined. 

But there are a few persons—and their influence has been 
in this campaign—who make a profession out of emotional crus, 
like the one against inoculation. 

The fight against anti-rabies inoculation has followed rou 
the same course the country over. So far, six states and many rr 
cities have enacted such a law. In California, at least seven coui 
and 49 cities have approved it. ' 

In each case, the law ran into th 
like this: 
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e same opposition. It goes 

1—Rabies is on the decrease. 

Nothing could miss the truth by a greater margin. Los Angeles 
County put to death 212 dogs in 1955, all of them diagnosed posi¬ 
tively as rabid. This figure compares with only 18 in 1954 and 100 
in 1953 and accounted for more than half of the 407 dog rabies 
cases in the entire state. 

It is impossible to estimate how many rabid animals were not 
apprehended and who still constitute a danger to the pets and the 
humans in this area. 

Further, 523 persons in 1955 underwent the extremely painful 
and dangerous Pasteur treatment after exposure to the disease. 
This figure is almost double the 277 who underwent this torture 
in 1954. 

2— -Enforcement of the leash law would obviate the need for 
inoculation. 

So far as I have been able to determine, every community 
which has only the leash law as a control over rabies finds it ad- 
•ministratively cumbersome and impossible to enforce adequately. 
It provides no protection against strays or wild animals. Even pets 
on leashes have been bitten by rabid animals. 

Los Angeles County has a leash law. Does anyone suggest that 
the increase in our rabies incidence is due to a lack of desire or 
competence on the part of our health officers? 

3— Vaccination may be harmful to pets. 

The Los Angeles County Health Department reports that, out 
of the hundreds of vaccinations given on a voluntary basis, it has 
no knowledge of a single case where the pet suffered any serious or 
lasting effect. 

On the contrary, vaccination would have saved the lives of the 
212 rabid dogs executed in Los Angeles County last year. 

In addition, the proposed ordinance provides that the shots can 
be bypassed because of age, infirmity or other disability." 

4.—The compulsory feature of the ordinance is un-American. 
Why not make it voluntary? 

This is the appeal to emotion. If compulsory inoculation is 
un-American so is every health ordinance and sanitary and building 
code ever enacted. Laws, to state the obvious, must be compulsory. 

As for voluntary inoculation, in effect we have it now. Anyone 
can take his or her dog to a veterinary for shots. But voluntary 
inoculation didn't save the lives of the 212 dogs put to death last 
year. Nor did it prevent the tortuous treatment inflicted on 523 
persons in 1955. 

The inoculation ordinance is necessary. If we don’t take this 
step, the state has indicated it will move in with more drastic 
measures. 

The City Council has acted thus far with courage and deter¬ 
mination. Approval of the second reading on Jan. 24 will carry 
this forthright course to its logical conclusion.—W.F.T.

The Sierra Madre School 
Board has written to H. L. By¬ 
ram, county tax collector, re¬ 
questing him to make life a 
little easier for the taxpayer 
and the board, if not in paying 
their bills, at least in under¬ 
standing them. 

In the letter to Mr. Byram, 
the board said: “Sierra Madre 
School trustees and adminis- 
trtors have found that some 
confusion is caused by the tax 
rate schedule on the back of 
the tax bills sent from your 
office. 

“The item, Sierra Madre City 
School, 2.5780, which actually 
includes Pasadena schools, 
leads to frequent misunder¬ 
standings and erroneous im¬ 
pressions. It would be extreme¬ 
ly helpful if the item could be 
broken down to Sierra Madre 
City School, $1,2544, and Pasa¬ 
dena City Schools, $1.3236, for 
Sierra Madre students who at¬ 
tend Pasadena High School 
and Junior College. 

“As these two rates fluctuate, 
the breakdown would help to 
explain which district is show¬ 
ing a change in a particular 
year. It also would be simpler 
to explain the three rates, for 
bonds, operating expenses (and 
recreation, for Sierra Madre), 
for each district, rather than 
attempting to divide one item 
into the five proper catego¬ 
ries.”
